IN PERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 

Amendments Which Will Be Submitted to 
the U. S. Senate N^xt Week. 

Washington, March 13.— The amend- 
ments to the arbitration treaty which 
will probably be reported to the Senate 
next week by the committee on foreign 
relntionB and which have been practic- 
ally agreed to, will be somewhat differ- 
ent from those previously submitted by 
the committee. The Turpie amendment, 
which is of general scope, will be 
adhered to, and all others will be added 
which will somewhat harmonize the 
entire document with this change. The 
Turpie provision la added to the first 
article of the treaty. It recognizes in 
words the senate as a'paft of the treaty- 
making power of the United States, re- 
quiring the President' to submit to the 
senate his formulation of any claim 
which he may desire to submit to arbi- 
tration, under the treaty. 

AMERICAN MACKEREL. 

Irish Members of the Commons Ask That 
the British Duty Be Not 
Raised. 

London, March 12.— The Irish mem- 
berB of parliament are largely signing a 
petition to President McKinley which is 
in charge of Captain A. J.C. Uonelan, 
anti-Parnellite member for the east div- 
ision of Cork, urging that no addition be 
made to the customs 
kerei, pointing out thi

Canea Given Over to Pillage— Arms 
Wanted for Mussul- 
mans. 

London, March 13, — The Cretan ques- 
tion is still iibnorbint: the attention of 
Europe and the newspapers here are full 
of speculation from all the capitals as to 
the next move of the powers. All kinds 
of so-called semi-official statements are 
afloat and many of them are undoubt- 
edly " Balloons d'Essai " launched by 
various governments in order to test the 
popular and other feeling in the matter. 
The idea, however, is gaiuing ground, 
that there will be no war and that 
Greece must come down. An indication 
of this is shown in a statement of M. 
/aimi, president of the Greek chamber, 
telegraphed here to-day. in which he 
says that he was personally disposed to 
accept the proposed autonomy for the 
island of Crete as a Btep towards its an- 
nexation to Greece. 

The news of Commodore Reineck's 
perfidy in not communicating to the in- 
surgents the remonstrances and de- 
mands of the powers, as well as the pro- 
position to grant autonomy to the island, 
has been a serious blow to the cause of 
Greece, while a letter from W. J. Still- 
man, formerly U. S. consul at Canea, 
to the Times, has thrown further un- 
pleasant light upon Greek methods. Mr. 
Stillman says that at the end of the long 
revolt of 1SGU-U9, the Cretans obtained 
concessions, which offered most substan- 
tial satisfaction, including the most com- 
plete autonomy. Mr. Stillman says he was 
then U. S. consul at Canea and was 
one of fhose who were most in relation 
with the revolt. He was the intermedi- 
ary I between the insurgents and the 
Grand Vizie" at that moment the Greek 
government stopped the supplies of food 
and powder winch largely came from 
foreign Cretan committees and ostenta- 
tiously sent to Crete a band of volunteers 
commanded 0y Chief Petropoutakis, a 
friend of the then Greek premier, who, 
unopposed by the Turks, took com- 
mand of all Mie insurgent forces, 
audi without tin ntr a shot yielded 
the island to the Turks, not even stipu, 
Uting that amnesty should be granted- 
atid the revolt was suppressed in the 
mouient of its supremo triumph by its 
Athenian friends. Mr. Stillman adds 
that he can give all details of this in- 
famous transaction from personal par- 
ticipation in every phase thereof. 

The following semi-official statement 
was received at Vienna this evening: 
Russia yesterday instructed «the com- 
mander of the Russian squadron in 
Cretan waters to take steps in conjunc- 
tion with his colleagues to blockade the 
Cretan ports. Germany and Austria 
had previously sent similar instructions 
to their squadrons, and Great Britain 
and Italy are ready to participate. A 
similar decision upon the part of France 
is awaited with certainty. The abdica- 
tion of King (ieorge is spoken of as pos- 
sible. 

The story cabled from New York of 
the Greeks drawing back from sailing on 
the Sarnia has been widely printed here, 
and coupled with the news from Athens 
that thousands of reservists, who were 
supposed to be crazy to meet the Turks, 
have failed to respond to the call to 
arms, created an unfavorable impression. 
In addition the tales of tremendous en- 
thusiasm elsewhere in Greece are said to 
be grossly exaggerated. There is little 
douut that Greece is disappointed 
at the attitude of the Balkan states, who 
have apparently decided to sit on the 
fence for a while. According to one 
authority Russian influence has pre- 
vented Prince Alexander's visit front re- 
sulting in a definite understanding with 
Servia and Bulgaria regarding? the future 
of Macedonia. The latest indications 
point to a pacilic blockade of Greece and 
that it will be enforced on Monday. 

Athens, March 13. — A dispatch re- 
ceived from Canea to-day says the Greek 
Bteamer Sipyrna, which arrived this 
morning, was ordered to leave, and her 
commander replied that he intended to 
remain there. 

An Aatys Larisaa correspondent says 
that the news of the destruction of a 
railroad bridge over the river Vardueri, 
near Salonica, has been confirmed. The 
bridge was dynamited as a train carry- 
ing three thousand Turkish troops was 
crossing. Many carriages were thrown 
from tiie rails and many soldiers were 
drowned. The transportation of Turk- 
ish troops has been suspended until the 
bridge is restored. 

A despatch from Canea says that last 
night and to-day were iziven over to the 
pillage of houses which were not pro- 
tected by the police. The houses of 
absent Christians were opened by the 
Turkish municipal authorities on the 
pretext that they were to be used as 
lodging houses for the refugees. Every- 
thing of value was immediately removed'. 
The streets are full of stolon articles. 
The European detachments looked on 
the work of pillage without interfering, 
having received no orders to prevent it. 
If orders are not issued to the detach- 
ment, three-quarters of the town will be 
plundered by to-morrow. Ismail Pasha 
has requested the porte at Constanti- 
nople to send armB for the Mussulmans 
brought to Canea from Selino. 

Prince Bismarck, in the Hamburger 
Nach rich ten, continues to oppose Ger- 
man intervention in the Cretan imbrog- 
lio. He says that so for as Germany is 
concerned the Cretans may cut each 
other's throats until none of them are 
left and that the European peace should 
not be menaced by "this Cretan farce." 



U. S. FOREIGN POLICY. 

Secretary of State Sherman Interviewed 
By a Correspondent of the Times. 

London, March 13, — The Times to-day 
publishes an interview, which its cor- 
respondent in the United States, George 
W. Smalley, has had with Hon, John 
Sherman, the Secretary of State. Mr. 
Smalley, in substance says: "After 
a long conversation with Mr 
Sherman I believe that he has 
no very dennite settled opinions as to 
the foreign policy and does not hope to 
make them felt in the Benate. He does 
not think that foreign affairs are of the 
first or even of high importance', 
approves platonically of the doctrine 
of arbitration and may readily enough 
follow the President's lead, but he does 
not seem Bure that the amendments pro- 
posed for the arbitration treaty are of 
much importance, though he has been 
told plainly that the British government 
will not proceed with the treaty thus 
amended. 

Referring to Canada, he repelled the 
notion of desiring to annex Canada, and 
Baid that under the British crown she 
has all the freedom she would have if 
independent, adding: "If wise, she 
will maintain her connection with Eng- 
land. My dream lor it remote perman- 
ent future of North America, is three 
great republics, Canada, the United 
States and Mexico, but we shall not 
take a Btep to alter things as they are. 
What is to come hereafter, rntiBt come 
from natural political evolution."

GERMAN NAVAL CREDITS. 

The Reichstag; Tightens the Pursestrings 
and Reruses the Appropriations. 

Berlin, March 13.— If the reichstag, ' 
as iB expected, endorses the decisions of 
the budget committee in refusing to vote 
the naval credits for the new vessels, it 
is understood that the secretary of 
the navy, Vice-Admiral von Hollmann, 
will resign. In the voting to-day the 
credit for the first cruiser was rejected 
by the committee by a vote of 16 to 11, 
and the credit for the second cruiser was 
alBO rejected by a vote of 17 to 10. The 
credit for tho new dispatch boat to re- 
place the Falke was rejected by a vote of 
15 to 1, but the credits for two new gun- 
boats were adopted by a big majority. 
The credit for an ironclad to replace the 
Koenig Wilhelm was adopted yesterday, 
the vote standing 22 to 6. 

Regarding the other moneys to com- 
plete the construction of vessels begun 
in former years, the committee showed 
a disposition to tighten the purse-strings. 
Admiral Von Hollman vainly appealed 
to the committee to facilitate the creator 
rapidity of building by adopting the 
government's demands, dwelling upon 
the superiority of Great Britain in that 
respect. The Imperial Chancellor, 1 
Prince Hohenlohe and other members of 
the cabinet are said to be still sore over 
the manner in which they were ignored 
"n presenting the naval projects through 
Admiral Von Hollman, but the Emper- 
or's 'support of the latter compelled 
them to pocket their wounded pride. 

In the meanwhile the Centrists, Liber- 
als and Socialists are apparently de- 
termined to maintain the opposition 
projects, and combined they can insure 
the rejection of the naval schemes. The 
Cologne Volke Zeitung (Catholic) points 
out that since 1872 the annual expendi- 
tures for the navy have increased from 
21,298,000 to 91,407,000 marks, and the 
Cologne Gazette suggests that the funds 
required be provided by tho taxation of 
trading vessels according to the value 
of their cargoes, and ten marks per ton 
is suggested as the amount of the tax. 

TO ESCAP 3 THE GALLOWS. 

Butler the Australian Will Take Poison if 
He Can Possibly Do So. 

San Francisco, March 13.— An extra 
watch has been placed on Butler, the 
alleged Australian murderer. It is as- 
serted by an evening paper that lie last ', 
night sentfor a friendly reporter to whom 
he gave what purported to be his will: 
You see it is just this way." 
he said, "the jig is up. They have got 
me and they will take me back to Aus- 
tralia. I know what will be done there 
with me and I will not go. All I need 
six grains of morphine. I will 
go to sleep and that will be 
the last of the Butler case." 
There was ' no mistaking the words 
or the desperate purpose which prompt- 
ed them. Butler had determined to take 
his own life and hoped for assistance in 
obtaining the poison. The matter, how- , 
ever, was reported to the authorities. 

KRUGER CONFIDENT. 

He Says in the Event of Trouble With 
britain the Boers Would Be 
Victorious. 

London, Mitrch 13.— A despatch from 
Blomfonstein, the capital of the Orange 
Free State, says President Kruger, of 
the South African Republic, who is 
visiting the Free State, expressed in 
the course of a speech yester- 
day his conviction that in the 
event of a war between the 
Transvaal Republic and England the 
Boers would bo victorious. He himself 
had fired a gun in the war for Boer in- 
dependence. His bulletHhad sometimes , 
missed their mark, but in other cases 
they very neatly shoto Englishmen 
through the head.

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The Board of Trade Replies to the 
Minister of Trade and 
Commerce. 



Various Suggestions Looking to the 
Extension of Canadian 
Business. 



An long ago as the 28th of August last 
the Deputy Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce for Canada communicated with 
the B.C. Board of Trade asking for prac- 
tical suggestions looking to the extension 
of Canadian commerce. Since that date 
the board has had the opportunity of 
laying its views before several of the 
Dominion ministers who had visited 
Victoria, and a detailed reply baa also 
been forwarded— after careful investiga- 
tion into the broad subject by a special 
committee— in the following terms : 

March 4, 18!>7. 

Sir:— By direction of the President 
and Council of the British Columbia 
lioarcl of Trade I have the honor to trans- 
mit the following reply to your com- 
munication dated 28th August last: 

Kxports, 1890 — In consequence of in- 
creased competition in the!?an Francisco 
market the export of coal mined in Brit- 
ish Columbia fell oil" during the past 
year. The value of precious and base 
metals exported during the same period 
is a substantial increase compared with 
previous years. The lumber industry 
has steadily imnroved, and the palmon 
fishery haB been maintained in a healthy 
condition. 

Fur Seal Fisheries — The restrictions 
placed upon the fur seal fisheries 
together with the low prices obtained for 
the last season's catch have" caused a 
temporary collapse of this industry; it is 
expected, however, that if no further 
restrictions are imposed operations will 
continue but on a smaller scale. The 
sealing fleet with headquarters at Vic- 
toria, comprises 05 schooners, and gave 
employment to S07 whites and 703 In- 
dians: average value of the catch about 
$750, 000 per annum. 

Foreign Trade Outlook — In the opinion 
of this board material alteration in the 
quantities and values of the exports 
above mentioned, excepting precious 
and base metals, will depend largely 
upon prices and new markets. The vari- 
ous industries, excepting the fur seal 
fisheries do not appear to be laboring 
under any very serious disadvantages. 

New Markets— During the recent vis- 
its of the honorables the ministers of 
public works, marine and fisheries, and 
railways, this hoard outlined its views in 
regard to the extension of foreign trade. 
In this connection attention is directed 
to the export trade of the United States, 
via San Francisco, to Mexico, Central 
anil South America, which amounts to 
about four million dollars per annum. 
Fxcepting lumber, these countries are 
practically unknown to Canadian pro- 
ducts. 

Fisheries — A suggestion has been made 
to this board that some of the schooners 
lately employed in sealing might find 
prutitable employment in catching fish 
for export to the countries named. A 
trial shipment without a knowledge of 
the requirements would be a very risky 
experiment for any one individual, and 
it is desired that the Dominion govern- 
ment should 3end to those parts an 
agent qualified to report ilpon the mat- 
ter, also upon existing trade openings 
and probable new ones. 

The supply of food fish in British Co- 
lumbia waters is unlimited. The salmon 
is already well known in the principal 
markets throughout the world; the hal- 
ibut fishery is comparatively a new in- 
dustry, but the cod, sturgeon, herring 
and some other kinds of fish are almost 
untouched, as at present there are no 
known markets for them. 

China has been mentioned as a mar- 
ket for some of the cheap kinds of fish. 

ft is hopei! that the success which has 
attended the work of the commercial 
agent in Australia, supported by the di- 
rect steamship service thereto, may 
prove sufficient encouragement for the 
appointment of another agent as before 
Buifgested. 

New Industries— The Federal govern- 
ment would do this province a great 
service by directing the attention of 
capitalists to the immense deposits of 
yery high grade iron ore known to exist 
in British Columbia. Many of these are 
situated on good harbours and in close 
proximity to the necessary fluxes for 
smelting. Pig iron can be manufactured 
in this province as cheaply as in any 
other part of! the world and we have 
direct and competing steamship services 
t) China and Japan, countries likely to 
y. quire very large quantities of iron for 
years to come. These advantages have 
been mentioned in several of'tl.e annual 
reports published by this board but the 
desired eil'ect is not in view. 

The manufacture of wood pulp for ex- 
port is another industry which should be 
profitably engaged in" if the timber of 
British Columbia is suitable. 

Some of the salmon canners are otter- 
ing free whilst others are paying for the 
removal of large quantities of fish offal, 
which should be profitably used in the 
manufacture of fertilizers. 

Shipping— The shipping interests of 
British Columbia deserve the attention 
of the Federal government, and pilotage 
matters require first consideration. At 
present there are three separate and 
distinct pilotage authorities in these 
waters, each having its schedule of fees 
(ortarifl'of charges) the same as any 
port in a foreign country. This condi- 
tion of affairs, besides entailing extra 
cost for maintenance, occasionally leads 
to serious complications. For example, 
the San Pedro, whilst on her way from 
Comox Co San Francisco, waa wrecked 
on Brotchoy ledge, which is in the Vic- 
toria pilotago district, when in charge of 
a pilot from Nanaimo and subject only 
to the pilotage authority of that district. 

It is not gonerally known that the 
li;hthouse on Bereus island, inside Vic- 
toria harbor, belongs to the Nanaimo 
pilotage district. 

This hoard has often recommended the 
establishment of a pilotage station and 
maintenance of a pilot cutter at or near 
(Jape Flattery, arid that such is urgently 
needed is proved by the stranding of the 
Chittagong on Cadboro Point, Haro 
channel; 22hd September last, when en 
route to Comox.'" A dense fog prevailed 
at the time and the vessel failed to ob- 
txin a pilot at the entrance of tbeStralts. 
There would never be any difficulty m 



securing a pilot if the pilotage station 
was established and a pilot cutter main- 
tained as recommended. 

By the amalgamation of the three 
pilotage districtB the above anomalies 
would be removed and the service could 
undoubtedly be conducted^ with more 
economy and efficiency than an present. 
This is amost important matter and 
Btrikea at the root of our shipping inter- 
ests, wdiich, in a seaboard province, can- 
not be too- carefully safeguarded. 

General — The receipt of your letter 
has given this board much pleasure, it 
having encouraged the hope that British 
Columbia may now receive from the 
Dominion government more attention 
and larger appropriations of public 
moneys. No portion of Canada offers a 
more profitable field thau this Western 
province for the extension of railways 
and general assistance in building up 
industries which will develop its vast 
natural resources. The customs returns 
show that the exports from British Col- 
umbia have steadily increased year by 
year for a quarter of a century, and the 
returns for the current year ending 80th 
June next will show a substantial in- 
crease when compared with any previous 
twelve months. ' The widespread atten- 
tion which is now being directed to Brit- 
ish Columbia mines is expected to re- 
flect beneficially upon all other local 
industries. At present $850 per ton is 
being paid for freight on mining ma- 
chinery between Victoria and Onienica 
pistrict, and a 49-pound sack of flour 
sells there for £12.50. If mining 
can be carried on under such adverse 
conditions there can bo no doubt about 
the immense advantages which would 
accrue if this and some other portions of 
the province equally rich in minerals 
were within reasonable reach of a rail- 
way. Whilst British Columbia would 
benefit by the adoption of a liberal rail- 
way and colonization policy it appears 
that Canada generally would derive even 
greater advantages, for it was asserted by 
the Premier of the province at a public 
meeting recently held in this city that 
the Dominion receives from the tax 
payers of British Columbia iflS.OO for 
every $8.40 paid into the local treasury. 

Much of the foregoing hiving been 
embodied in the addresses presented to 
the honorable the ministers before men- 
tioned it is expected that the same has 
already reached you.

SALMO PLACER FINDS. 

They Appear to Be on the Old Course of the 
Salmon River. 

The new find of placer mines at Salmo 
and the recording of sixteen claims, 
word of which has been wired from Ross- 
land, is in the Nelson mining division 
and situated in the centre of the Salmon 
river country. Salmo is easily reached 
by the line of the Nelson & Fort Shep- 
pard railway, which traverses the whole 
length of the ground that is likely to 
prove auriferous. 

Portions of the ground in and around 
Salmo were mined by the early pioneers 
and there are several" ol Victoria's prom- 
inent citizens, among them Lieut. -Gov- 
ernor Dewdney, Hon. G. B. Martin, 
Hon. C. E. Pooley and Dr. Powell, who 
could probably tell much of the mining 
on the Salmon in those early days. 

A report of Edwin Hall Warner, a 
member of the American Society of C 
E., who in May last examined the coun- 
try with the view of increasing the water 
supply of Beaver creek for power pur- 
poses," in his report states that the "Bea- 
ver creek has its rise in the 'flat table 
land' which forms the divide between 
the Salmon and local Columbia drainage 
systems." Further on in the report he 
says: "Should commercial considera- 
| tions warrant, the water supply could be 
| largely increased at a very Binall ex- 
, pensej" and he then says, "I examined 
the source of the creek for the purpose of 
determining the possibility of increasing 
the supply. From examination of the 
map ol the diltrict I saw that under cer- 
tain favorable conditions the waters of 
the North Fork of the Salmon could be 
diverted into Beaver creek. An exam- 
ination of the ground revealed the fact 
that the conditions were much more 
favorable than 1 had hoped. There has 
been a large amount of prospecting in 
the Salmon river, Sheep creek and Lost 
creek districts, which has resulted in the 
discovery of mineral bearing veins. The 
future of" these discoveries I do not ven- 
ture to predict, hut in my examination 
of the North Fork of the Salmon 1 had 
in view the possible need of power in 
mining operations. This need can best 
be supplied by .... bringing the 
waters to a point directly above (Salmon 
Siding) Salmo." 

At the north end of the tract oi land 
on the Salmon, the mountains approach 
the river, receding as they near the 
N'jrth Fork' and closing in again further 
down the stream. The east boundary 
approximates very closely the foot of the 
mountain. 

Taking Mr. Warner's report in con- 
junction with Field Hobbs & Co.'s map 
of the Salmon river, and the later sur- 
veys, it would appear that at one time 
bhe Salmon river must have flowed 
through Salmo nearly due west through 
the Beaver lakes, and emptied its waters 
into the Columbia river through Beaver 
creek, and not as now south, emptying 
into the Pend d'Oreille river. The 
whole nature of the ground bears out 
this assumption, from the fact that in 
and around Salmo the soil is sand and 
gravel, the wash of the Salmon. The 
extent of this placer discovery will prob- 
ably be from two miles north of Salmo 
and four miles west. If the theory of 
the flow of the Salmon in its course hav- 
ing been at one time westward, thou the 
old chanifol must have been from 
near Boulder creek north to and 
through Bea f er lakes and meadow 
south and west as indicated. 
The convulsions of the earth causing the 
change must also have changed the 
course of the North Fork eastward. 
There is one other peculiar feature with 
reference to the North Fork which would 
further point to the fact of, its course 
having been changed, which is that dur- 
ing the spring freshets the North Fork 
breaks into sovernl streams at Salmo in 
its course to join the Salmon river. The 
probability is that when the snow is off 
the ground the miners will soon ascer- 
tain what the value of the discovery will 
amount to, as easy, rapid and cheap 
transportation and living affords them 
favorable opportunity.

THE FIRST CHAPTER OE GENESIS 

It. is undoubtedly possible to find 
some subject upon which Chaucer, 
.Shakespeare, Addison, Macau lay and 
Riulyard Kipling have said something. 
If paragraphs were taken from what 
these 'several writers have written upon 
such subject and made into a continu- 
ous narrative, without altering the lan- 
guage or phraseology, any schoolboy 
would know that the result was a com- 
posite production representative of dif- 
ferent eras in British literary history. 
For some time the composite character 
of parts ol" the Hebrew scriptures has 
been recognized, and very recently the 
result oi investigations into some chap- 
ters of Genesis has been printed in 
colored test, ditl'erent colors represent- 
ing different eras in Jewish history. 
From this it appears that the chapters 
examined contain internal evidence that 
portions of them were written at differ- 
ent dates extending over a period of three 
or four centuries. While this discovery 
may compel the abandonment of the 
belief still cherished by many people, 
that Moses or some other writer com- 
posed the whole book of Genesis directly 
under divine inspiration— a claim which 
was never made until long after the be- 
ginning of the Christian era— it does not 
in the least detract from the value of the 
Scripture narrative. If all the writers 
through several centuries on early Brit- 
ish history should agree as to certain 
statements of facts, we would accept 
their agreement as furnishing strong 
presumptive evidence as to the reliability 
of those statements. So when we find 
the scholars of the Hebrew race during 
several centuries in accord as to certain 
statements of fact, their agreement of 
itself possesses value as evidence of that 
fact. 

Not very long ago, when critics began 
to examine the Hebrew Scriptures and 
compare them with other historical manu- 
scripts and the revelations of science, 
the strongest kind of a protest went up 
from the churches, and a gleeful chorus 
was raised by those people, who were 
anxious to see the authority of the sacred 
canon dethroned. We suppose that 
more cheap criticisms and cheaper witti- 
cisms have been launched against tho 
Book of Genesis than against any other 
literary production that the world has 
ever seen. Enough lias been said and 
written against it to consign any other 
book that ever was printed to everlasting 
oblivion. Tho one-thousandth part of 
one per cent of that whicti has been said 
against Genesis drove the poems of Oa- 
sian from every library shelf. 

The result of the higher criticism, as 
it is called, is to place the Book of Gene- 
sis upon a now and really loftier plane 
than that which medieval ignorance as- 
signed to it. Take for illastration the 
first three verses of the book. They gave 
ns this sequence: 

Jn.the beginning, God. 

Matter in chaotic form. 

Motion. 

Light. 

It is true that the language used is 
that of lofty imagery. We are told that 
the Spirit of God moved amid chaos and 
at His command came light. Science, 
reasoning, backward finds evidenco of 
the three latter stages of the sequence 
and presents the result in the nebular 
theory of creation. It cannot reach the 
first .step in tho sequence, because it 
deals only with matter. ItB tools are 
the balance, the yard-stick, the test 
tube, the telescope. But when wo find 
that ancient wisdom had reached a stage 
in knowledge of material phenomena 



that enabled it to reduce the fundamen- 
tal facta in cosmic history to such a de- 
monstration that the poets of the day 
seized upon them' and crystallized them 
iu immortal verse, we need not apolo- 
gize for accepting the greater proposition 
that before Creation there was a Creat- 
or who is immanent in all His works. 
This is the real lesson of the first chap- 
ter of Genesis, and though a hundred 
writers in a hundred different eras had 
contributed something to the story, the 
force of the lesson would not be weakened. 
Perhaps when modern science has grown 
wiser, perhapB when it has pierced the 
mysteries of creation a little more deep- 
ly, it may reach the conclusion formed 
by the sages whose deductions have been 
preserved in poetry for more centuries 
than we perhaps have any idea of. 

The view entertained by some people 
that science has demonstrated that there 
is no necessity for accepting " the hypo- 
thesis of God " is a mistaken one. Her- 
bert Spencer went as far as anyone in 
this direction, and all ho said was that 
bethought he perceived in matter all 
that was necessary for the evolution of 
every phenomenon, including life and 
intelligence. Spencer was much too 
wise a man to suppose that science baa 
spoken the last word on any subject 
whatever. 

BLACK 1 SAND. 

The result of the experiments with 
black sand taken from the Saskatchewan 
valley, described in yesterday's Colon- 
ist in an 'article from the Fdmonton 
Bulletin, if confirmed by further trials, 
may bo very far reaching. All persons 
who have worked in placers know hovv 
the black sand remains after everything 
else but the gold has been washed away. 
It is very much heavier than other sands, 
and seems to have an affinity of some 
kind for loose gold, so much bo as to sug- 
gest a common origin. Whether it is a 
disintegrated pyrrhotite ore or whether 
like other sands its origin must be re 
garded as one of the unsolved problems 
of geology, is a matter of speculation, 
but what we are most concerned with is 
whether it is profitable to Bmelt it. We 
have lately seen by the experiments 
with Le Roi ore that it is partly free 
milling. Is the black sand substanti- 
ally identical with this ore, and have the 
slow processes of nature extracted from 
it the free gold? If the Le Roi 
ore is crushed to a line sand we 
would have a product that would 
contain some free gold and some that 
could only be extracted by chemical pro- 
cess, i. e. by smelting. This is tho case 
with the black sands of the Saskatche- 
wan, as shown by the experiments re- 
ferred to. The parallel is certainly a 
striking one. 

The owners of placer mines in other 
places will no doubt make experiments 
similar to those which have produced 
Buch striking results in the Saskatche- 
wan valle}', and if they are found to be 
identical iu their demonstration we shall 
witness a revolution in placer mining 
everywhere and many abandoned claims 
will be worked over again. It will be 
startling news to the old miners to learn 
that in throwing away the black saud 
they have been rejecting the richest 
part of their claims. There is no use in 
jumping to any conclusion hastily in this 
matter, but it will certainly be admitted 
that the possibilities suggested by the 
Saskatchewan experiments are of start- 
ling extent. 



erty in the fiBh can be vested in the 
owner of the land. All he possesses is 
the right to take the fish and to keep 
anyone else from taking them. When 
he catches them they are his, and not 
before. Every owner of land along the 
stream has the same right. It would be 
very absurd to hold if a stream flowed 
over a hundred properties one of the 
owners might devise some plan of kill- 
ing all the fish when they were swim- 
ming over his land. 

NoTicK is given that Professor Andree 
will start from Stockholm about the last 
of June in his eilbit to reach the North 
Pole by balloon, and everybody in Can- 
ada is asked to be on the lookout for the 
venturesome gentleman in case the wind 
should blow him in our direction. It is 
desirable that word to this effect should 
be sent to the prospectors and Hudson's 
Bay men aB well as to tho Indians in 
Northern British Columbia. While 
speaking of this matter it may be inter- 
esting to mention that the original pro- 
jector of polar exploration by means of 
a balloon was Commander Cheyno, R.N., 
a native of Fredericton, N. B., who some 
fifteen years or more ago made a long- 
continued effort to get money to enable 
him to attempt the feat. His plan was 
to establish four stations in the Arctic 
for at least a year, and study the course of 
atmospheric currents before embarking 
on his aerial voyage. He had made several 
visits to the Arctic and was very en- 
thusiastic over polar exploration, which 
he said was attended with much less 
risk than African exploration. He at- 
tributed the failures which have occur- 
red to either rashness, insufficient pre- 
paration or accidents. He used to say 
that Arctic climate is well understood, 
Arctic animals not to be dreaded and 
Arctic people friendly to Btrangers; but 
when a man went on a two years' cruise 
with provisions for six months he might 
expect to be hungry before he got home. 
The expeditions of Peary and Nansen 
bear out the Commander's views most 
completely. 

TiiE present visitation of snow seems 
part of a very widespread Btorm. The 
wind has nut been especially stormy 
here, but down on the Sound the snow- 
fall began with a furious nale, which 
kept all the smaller steamers at their 
berths. The winter on the whole has 
been very remarkable. Heavy snow and 
cold weather in November followed by 
heavy snow and cold weather in March 
mtiBt, we fancy, be almost if not quite 
unprecedented along this part of the 
coast since weather records have been 
kept. There has been colder weather 
later in March than we have been having. 
These late auowa will be likely to delay 
the work of prospecting in the Spring 
for the snow in the mountains must be 
unusually deep.

It ie said that some thirty Echooners 
are outfitting on Puget Sound for the 
halibut banks in Hecate Strait. This 
Strait is the water lying between Queen 
Charlotte's Islands and the Mainland. 
At its northern end it is only twenty- 
four miles wide, and hence under the 
rules of international law is a closed sea. 
The United States government has 
always insisted upon this rule and en- 
forces it in regard to the Duke of Clar- 
ence Strait, which lies between Prince 
of Wales Island and the Mainland, and 
is somewhat wider than Hecate Strait. 
The Quadra on her last trip North 
warned the American fishermen off the 
halibut banks, but there seems to.be no 
intention on their part to pay any at- 
tention to this friendly intimation that 
they are iu wrong. They seem to be de- 
termined upon continuing their poaching, 
and if so the Quadra will probably receive 
orders to make seizures. No one wants 
any more international squabbling, but, 
at! our American friends are so deter- 
mined that foreigners shall be excluded 
from waters over which their govern- 
ment has territorial jurisdiction, they 
can have no cause to complain if they re- 
ceive similar treatment in Canadian 
waters. The halibut fishery is of grow- 
ing importance to the Sound fisherman 
in view of the market that is opening for 
the fish in the Eaut, to which they are 
Bhipped in refrigerator cars. While our 
neighbors ahut their doors against Can- 
adian fish caught by Canadians, they 
cannot with reason complain if they are 
forbidden to fish in our waters. It is 
clearly the duty of the Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries to take prompt 
action in this matter.

MISSION WORK IN JAPAN. 

The Bishop jf Osaka Delivers an Interest- 
ing and Instructive Address. 

There was a large gathering at Bish- 
op's close on Friday afternoon to meet 
the Bishop of Osaka and Mrs. Awdry, 
who were passengers here from Japan 
on the last Empress, and who left for 
England via Toronto and New York this 
morning. The Bishop in his address, 
Friday, answered several of the oft-re- 
peated objections against missionary 
work and pressed home the responsibil- 
ity resting upon the church of carrying 
out Christ's command to carry the mes- 
sage to all the world. 

After a general reference to thegeogra- 
graphy of Japan, Bishop Awdry ex- 
plained the way in which the live dio- 
ceses have been organized by the church 
in England and America, and gave a de- 
scription of his own diocese, including 
ten millions out of the forty-one millions 
of Japan. At Osaka and Kobe there are 
flourishing missionary societies, includ- 
ing a divinity school, where several na- 
tives are being prepared for the church. 

In some cases persecution of the 
Christians has been instituted by the 
Buddhist priests, but on the whole the 
people of Japan are eager to weigh the 
claims of Christianity, and on all sides 
signs of steady growth in the mission 
work are apparent. 

Mrs. Awdry afterwards showed a 
number of specimens of Japanese work 
including several beautifully colored 
photos. 

In the evening the Bishop attended at 
St. Barnabas' church, where, despite 
the wintry weather there was an excel- 
lent attendance.

mental work, and whoae headquarters 
arc at Joseph Sommer's, on Government 
Rtreet. Special interest lies in tho work 
from the fact that frescoing seldom ever 
adorns the walls of private residences of 
this coast, particularly the kind to be 
seen in the rooms of Mr. Pendray's 
residence. Both Messrs. Muller and 
Stum havo worked in the largest ca3tles 
and residences in Germany and Switzer- 
land, and the former is a professor from 
the big school of art in Vienna. The 
European Btylo or the style which Mr. 
Miller says was originally acquired in 
the ruins of ancient Pompeii is applied 
with splendid effect in Mr. Pendray's 
house. The drawing room is very hand- 
somely finished to correspond with the 
drapery, as is the cafe in every room of 
the house .

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Mr. Selover Discusses the Subject 
With the Board oi' Trade 
Council. 



He Will Submit a Proposition 
Writing to a Committee Ap- 
pointed Yesterday. 



The question of securing a smelter for 
Victoria was brought up at a meeting of 
the council of the hoard of trade yester- 
day, when Mr. William Selover, of Port- 
land, Oregon, who lately made a pro- 
position to Vancouver, was present and 
explained in a general way what the 
syndicate with which he is connected is 
prepared to do if Victoria desires to 
enter into negotiations with them. 

Hon. E. G. Prior, M.P.,Avlio intro- 
duced Mr. Selover, explained that a few 
days ago when that gentleman was pass- 
ing through to Seattle a few merchants 
here thought it would be a good plan to 
get him to Victoria to discuss smelter 
matters, with a view to seeing whether 
Victoria could secure one. There was 
no reason why Victoria should not bo a 
good place for a smelting plant, 
as Bhe was the real terminus 
of three transcontinental railroads, 
and her deep sea shipping facilities 
were unrivalled, while railways would 
(jive the same rate on ores to Victoria as 
to Vancouver, Seattle or Everett. Mr. 
Selover and his partners were not de- 
pending on the ore from local mines to 
keep their plant going, but would do as 
the Everett smelter is doing, get ore 
from Kootenay, from California, Mexico, 
and Australia" until the local mines are 
more developed. That there would be 
no hick of ore was illustrated by the fact 
that the Everett smelter bad just in- 
creased its plant by a new roaster that 
would add 150 tons a day to its capacity 
and deliveries there from the Le Roi 
■ mine would exceed 1,000 lor the month. 
In Victoria there was the advantage of 
cheap coal and coke ; irop ami lime were 
convenient and there was deep water 
communication, all oi which advantages 
were greatly in favor of Victoria as a 
smelting point. Mr. Selover's proposi- 
tion was in efi'ect to erect a large smelter 
both for copper and lead with 
a capacity oi 400 to 500 tons 
per day and with retining works 
in conjunction. For this he asked a 
bonus of $150,000. The enterest and 
sinking fund on such a sum at 4 per cent, 
for interest and sinking fund fifty years 
debentures would amount to about 
$8,000 a year, a mere bagatelle in com- 
parison with the benefits that a large 
Emelter would bring the city. Mr. 
Prior understood that the smelting com- 
pany would employ at least 200 white 
men and no Chinamen ; the ore treated 
would come from all over the country, 
and this in itself would attract the at- 
tention of capitalists aud bring trade to 
the town from mine owners who sent 
ore here. A smelter close at hand, too, 
would be a great benefit to the mines 
being developed on the coast of the pro- 
vince. A large smelter here would show 
the world that Victoria was considered a 
good centre lor the mining industry 
and besides white lead, lead pipes, 
and a kindred industries would spring 
up as a result of the retiuery. There 
was a tremendous market, he under- 
stood in China for lead, and that trade 
could be supplied from no other place 
better than from Victoria. Besides this 
the provincial mine owners would re- 
ceive nine to ten cents for their copper 
against live cents that they now get in 
the States, and they must face the fact 
that the McKinley tariff, when it comes 
in, will no doubt place a heavy duty on 
both lead aud copper. There' would be 
no trouble to get ore, for besides getting 
it from the interior, ore would be 
brought here in ships as ballast from 
Mexico and California, and this would 
enable these vessels, as they would have 
cargoes both ways, to give better rates 
for carrying coal and lumber from here. 

Mr. G. A. Kirk, vice-president of the 
Tsoard of trade, who was in the chair, was 
oi opinion that everyone would agree 
that a smelter would be a good thing for 
Victoria. The question was, however, 
whether they couid come to some under- 
standing on a basis that would be of ad- 
vantage to everyone. 

Mr. Selover said that having been in- 
vited to visit Victoria and look over the 
ground, be bad from his observations 
concluded that this was a good point lor 
a smelter. He had no doubt that favor- 
able arrangements could be made with 
the railways in regard to ore freights, 
and that would result in Victoria being 
practically a terminus for three rail- 
ways. Smelters in the interior could 
not compete with a smelter on the Coast 
owing to the facilities of water commu- 
nication, and there was no doubt that 
abundance of ore would be secured. 
Hia syndicate, in addition to the 
smelter, would have a refinery 
for treating not only the 
product of their own smelter, but also 
that of other smelters, and the duty on 
lead ores sent from this province into the 
States was more than enough to smelt 
the ore. He touched on the advantage 
that would be had if sailing vessels com- 
ing here for coal and lumber from Mex- 
ico or southern port being enabled to 
bring oro as ballast very cheaply. The 
proximity of fluxing material to Victoria 
also mode it advantageous as a smelting 
point. He proceeded to dwell on the 
benefit that a large industry like this 
would be to the city and said that the 
probable site would be just outside the 
city itself. Hia syndicate intended to 
build somewhere in this province and it 
wbb a question of business with them 
where they located. He was well pleased 
wi tli Victoria and had a despatch from one 
of hia principals, saying be would be 
here to-morrow, and if good encourage- 
ment wae given, the smelter would be 
built here. It was not a begging or 
charitable proposition, but a business 
one, and Victoria must be prepared to 
meet it half-way. He went on general- 
ly to state the size of the plant, as al- 
ready given by Hon. E. G. Prior, and 
dwelt on the good it would do the city to 



have such a large plant, employing £00 
men. in operation here. 

Mr. Charles Hayward understood that 
the proposal was to put if 100.000 in the 
plant. Some guarantee would have to 
he given that this sum would be ex- 
pended, and that the smelter would be 
kept in operation. 

Mr. Selover replied that the syndicate 
would make their arrangements fair and 
square. 

Mr. Klumerfelt wanted to know if the 
syndicate would agree to have the bonus 
extended over a number of years, so as 
to provide a guarantee that the smelter 
would be continuously carried out. 

Mr. Selover, however, did not think 
this could be done, but said that the 
syndicate having pat $400,000 or $450,- 
000 into the works would not certainly 
let their money lie idle. 

Mr. Pearse while opposed to bonuses 
still thought this an exceptional propo- 
sition. As far as his judgment went, 
the guarantee was met by the fact that 
$100^000 was to be spent"on the work. It 
would bring workmen and their wives 
here and the shipping and other trade 
made it a good proposition for the city. 

Mr. Hayward was very strongly in 
favor ot the proposition, if it could be 
safeguarded properly. 

Mr. Tern pieman was of the same opin- 
ion. He did not know anything about 
smelters, out he was informed that the 
Trail smelter, of about the same 
capacitv as this one, cost only 
half of $450,000. There should be 
a guarantee that the smelter should 
work for a number o! years, and it was 
also necessary for Mr. Selover to say 
with whom the city was dealing. The 
city had no authority to grant a bonus 
for a smelter outside the city, but that 
might be got over, though care must he 
taken that the smelter was within some 
reasonable distance of the city, so that 
the city would really benefit. lie was 
not very strongly in favor of bonuses. 
If a smelter was going to pay, it was go- 
ing to pay without a bonus, ami if it was 
not going to pay the bonus would not 
make it. It was onlya question of time, 
however, when a smelter was coming to 
Victoria, and if it was a question whether 
a smelter would be here or somewhere 
else, he would give a bonus to bring it 
here. 

Mr. Selover did not think it would be 
advisable to make the names of his prin- 
cipals public just yet, though he men- 
tioned them privately to the members. 

Mr. Thos. Karle, M. P., was somewhat 
of the opinion of Mr. Templeman that if 
the syndicate meant business, and were 
men who could carry out their proposi- 
tion, the plant, if outside the city, must 
be close enough to be of benefit to the 
town. He would like some definite pro- 
position that a committee of the board 
might deal with. 

A resolution was then moved by Mr. 
Flumerfelt and carried to the ell'ect that 
Mr. Selover should make a proposition 
in wiiting giving details of his scheme, 
and on motion of Mr. Pearson, seconded 
by Hon. B. W. Pearse, the following 
committee was appo nted to lojk into 
the scheme: Messrs. Templeman, Hay- 
ward, Flumerfelt, Pearson and Pearse. 

The advisability of trying to secure 
trade with Central America was set forth 
in a letter which was next read. 

In it Messrs. F. C. Davidge it Co. 
wrote that their attention having been 
directed to the desirability of establish- 
ing a line of steamers between British 
Columbia and Central America, they 
were now prepared to put on a line of 
monthly steamers suitable to that trade 
provided the Dominion government 
would grant a subsidy of $100,000 per 
annum for four years. "Seeing," they 
Baid, " that the exports of San Francisco 
for 1S95 to the Central American ports 
amounted to $5,000,000, consisting prin- 
cipally of flour, lumber, barley, grain 
and coal, it is obvious that a fair share 
of this trade could be diverted to Cana- 
da if proper steamship connection is pro 
vided. We have reasons to believe that 
the present government is§ favorable to 
granting subsidies for the purpose of 
opening up new channels of trade and 
therefore ask that the board use its in- 
fluence to obtain such a grant. 

Mr. Davidge, who was present, re- 
marked that he had been looking care- 
fully into the question- for the past two 
years and had collected data that con- 
vinced him that British Columbia could 
build up a good trade with CentralAmer- 
ica. It will take time, however, to de- 
velop that trade and a bonus would be 
required, as stated in the letter, till the 
trade was on a solid footing. It would 
require two or three steamers for the 
line. 

Mr. Earle and Hon. E. <i. Prior 
promised to bring the matter to the at- 
tention of the Dominion Government, 
Mr. Davidge stating that he would fur- 
nish data to be used in this connection. 

A short time was then taken up before 
the Council adjourned in dealing with 
topic; 'hat the city's representatives at 
Otta r . a were asked to agnin press upon 
the Dominion Government such as the 
removal of the Sau Pedro, the establish- 
ment of fish hatcheries, the" removal of 
the Songhees reserve, and' matters gener- 
ally that were laid befere the vijiting 
members of the cabinet Eome months 
ago. 



RICHARDS V. PRICE 

A Mining Suit O 




■er a Claim in Metchosin 
District. 

A mining suit of some interest was 
heard yesterday in the county court by 
Judge Harrison in the case of Elizabeth 
Richards v Henry Price. The case af- 
fects the ownership of what ia generally 
known as the Metchosin Copper mine in 
section 40, Metchosin district, at Beecher 
Bay. On the property the shaft is down 
ISO feet, with a drift at a depth of 50 feet 
some considerable distance in length. 
The ore, it is stated, runs about $20 in 
gold and copper. The land on which the 
mine is was Crown granted in 1884, the 
Crown grant covering the baser metals. 
In the same year a eyndicate, of which 
Price and F. G. Richards, husband of the 
plaintiff, were both members, purchased 
section 50 on the supposition that the 
mine was in that section. In January, 
1897, it was discovered that the mine 
was not in section 50, but in 40, and 
Price, to protect . the syndicate, located 
the claim then as the Fractional Last 
Chance Mine. Mrs. Richards in Febru- 
ary, 1807, located the mine as the Frac- 
tional Spero, and brought thia action in 
the County court to set aside Price's 
location on the ground that it was 
irregular, among other things contend- 
ing that the claim had not been properly 
staked and recorded. The case occupied 
all day, Mr. J. P. Walls appearing for 
the plaintiff, and Mr. A. S. Potts, of 
Messrs. Drake, Jackson it Helmcken, 
for defendant.

To SOLVE THE SITUATION. 

What is Tantamount to an Ultimatum on 
the Part ot the Powers. 

Paris. March 13.— The fallowing semi- 
official announcement was made yester- 
day : 

" The powers, while united in princi- 
ple, have not yet been able to reach a 
solution of the Cretan question. Pro- 
posals and objections are being ex- 
changed hourly. The programme drawn 
up by the admirals in Cretan waters is 
as follows : 

' 1. Blockade of the island of Crete. 
' Blockade of Pirtnus and some 
other Greek ports. 

'3. Seizure by a detachment of the 
tleet of the telegraph otliees at Syra. 

"4. Any Greek warships encountered 
to be taken to tho island of Milo and 
kept there. 

" 5. Any Greek warships tiring on any 
foreign warships are to be sunk and the 
act to be considered a casus belli. 

" (i. Any Greek torpedo boat Hear- 
ing a foreign warship i.i to ho tired upon. 

" 7. As the blockade of Greece will re- 
quire all the crews of the foreign war- 
ships, each power is to send to Crete a 
battalion of infantry, not less than tiOO 
men in number. 

" Each of the foreign admirals tele- 
graphed a copy of these proposals to his 
government." 

Germany immediately telegraphed 
the powers that she would accept the 
proposals down to the seventh, nnd 
would accept the seventh in principle, 
but bad not a battalion available. Aus- 
tria wired tho powers that she would 
accept the proposals, but as Emperor 
Francis Joseph was at Cape Martin, she 
must havo time to consult with His 
Majesty. Italy telegraphed an accept- 
ance of all the proposals, but it was 
added that they must be submitted to a 
cabinet council, which will be done 
within three days. 

RusBia, Great Britain and France were 
silent for a time, and then Great Britain 
proposed that a gendarmerie be organ- 
ized in Crete by utilizing Greek troops, 
not using Greek troops and not using 
Greek officers in this connection. Rus- 
sia eventually answered that, as the 
powers had presented their ultimatum 
to Greece, and Greece had replied by of- 
fering to withdraw her fleet, the answer 
was conciliatory and partly satisfactory. 
Therefore Iiussia proposed a further col- 
lective note demand ing the withdrawal of 
Greek trootis, France seconded tho re- 
ply of Russia. During the pour purler of 
a general agreement it was suggested 
that the powers should each advance a 
certain sum lor pay of a gendarmerie 
and the expense of organizing an auto- 
nomous government in Crete. This was 
immediately objected to by Germnny 
on. .the ground, that she was not willing 
to spend a pfenning for this purpose.

The Vessel Obliged to Return to 
Port— The " Monmouthshire " 
Inward Round. 



The Oregon-Asiatic steamship Mon- 
mouthshire Bailed from Vokohama en 
route to this port a week ago Friday, 
and if she makes as good a passage as 
her last she will reach Portland the lat- 
ter part of this week, She brings the 
largest cargo that she has yet carried in- 
ward, being full to the hatches. The 
cargo includes 050 tons for Coast points 
and 3S0 bales of silk. For Victoria she 
is bringing 57 Chinese passengers and 
for Portland 74. The former will not be 
sent overland tts were those who came 
by the Chittagong some few weeks ago, 
but will come on by the steamer so soon 
as the liner discharges her Portland car- 
go. The offerings, of cargo at the Web- 
foot city are heavy enough to fill her 
to the lim't. Concerning the agent's — 
Messrs. Davidge A: Co. — new coal 
enterprise, the Portland Oregonian says : 
" Davidge & Co. have met with such suc- 
cess from their coal venture that the big 
cargo of the Florida is nearly all' sold 
out, and another cargo will Hoon be 
brought around. The Comox coal is now- 
being used on the O. R. A: N. steamers 
between here and San Francisco with 
good results." 

TIIK " VERIIENA's " SURVEY. 

A survey on the British ship Verbena, 
which put back to Esquimalt from sea 
on Friday night with her ports leaking, 
was conducted by a board composed of 
Captains Wise, J. G. Cox and Gaudiu 
yeBterday afternoon. It was found that 
part of the vessel's cargo will have to he 
discharged and that some repairs will 
have to be made when the top of the 
load is out, but the work of repairs will 
here end. The Speke, the other lumber 
craft in port that has had trouble, is now- 
ready to sail and will get away tomor- 
row. Vesterday she shifted to Ksqui- 
malt. 

THE "iJKLI." CHANGES OWNERS. 
The steamer .Veil which but recently 
underwent quite an extensive overhaul- 
ing in the Turpel shipyard has lately 
changed hands, together with the 
Georgetown mills. Mr. Williscroft, the 
former manager, still holds his position, 
however, and has already gone North to 
look after the interests of the mill. The 
steamer will leave here for the North in 
nine or ten days. 

" SILUKRHonX's " ROUGH EXPERIENCE. 

The San Francisco Call says: "The 
British ship Silberhorn, previously re- 
ported, had a rough experience. She 
was on her way from Liverpool to Vic- 
toria, and in a gale lost a suit of sails, 
had her compasses deranged, her steer- 
ing gear damaged and the high and low- 
bridges carried away. Three of the crew 
were washed overboard and drowned, 
and finally the vessel had to put into 
Barry for repairs." 

MARINE NOTES. 

The Chilian bark India, which was re- 
ported in the Vancouver papers as miss- 
ing, being out 148 days from Vancouver 
with lumber cargo, reached Valparaiso 
early in January and has discharged her 
cargo.

Owls Are Now Committing Great 
Depredation Among; the Game 
Birds of the Province. 



Unsatisfied With These, the Homed 
Owl Has Acquired a Taste 
for Cals. 



" Owls," not thf! little harmles. ones 
but the big fellows with horns, was the 
topic on which Mr. John Fannin, the 
cttTlttor of the" nrpvijiclal museum dis- 
coursed yesterday. He was standing in 
his workshop at the backof the museum 
and as he £j>oke he pointed to an assort- 
ment of owls which were in process of 
being stuffed. Some mounted and al- 
most finished and others in a prepara- 
tory condition. 

11 See that one over there," said Mr. 
Fannin, pointing over to a fine, big 
specimen, whose glassy eyes even in 
death seemed to contemplate with long- 
ing a small bird that lay not far dis- 
tant; " well, that's the lirst specimen of 
an Eastern Canadian horned owl ever 
caught in this province. He was pre- 
sented to the museum by an alderman. 

" That one down there is the dusky 
horned owl, peculiar to this coast," 
pointing to another higone, " Iftfact," 
explained Mr. Fannin, "there are any 
number of owls in this province at pre- 
sent, the Western horned owl, the 
arctic horned owl, the dusky horned 
owl and the snowy owl. The last mamed 
is from the arctic regions. 

" There is a regular immigration of 
owls into the province this winter," 
Mr. Fannin went on, "and I have heard 
that they are doing a great deal of dam- 
age to to the game and have almost ex- 
terminated the pheasants out Saanich 
way. I estimate that during the winter 
mouths fully 1,000 owls have been killed 
on island and mainland. Here in the 
museum we have had 50 specimens and 
ineveiyone we have found bones of 
quail or chickens. So you can easily see 
what destructive birds they have proved 
to game." 

Not only this did Mr. F'tmin tell, but 
moro dreadful still, these birds have ac- 
quired a taste forcats, and in several in- 
stances have the birds been shot with 
parts of feline remains in their talons, 

Now Mr. Fannin is a naturalist, and 
therefore a man of observation, and 
when asked as to the cause of tfie owl 
immigration he put it down to the 
severe winter weather driving the birds 
South. 

So far these ravenous birds have not 
come nearer then the suburbs of town, 
but aa the game becomes extinct from 
their depredations and as their taste for 
catflesh grows, they will become bolder 
and holder and it really will 
not be possible to be sure of 
keeping a pet cat. Any moonlight night 
when pussy sits on the fence crooning 
to its loved one a couple of blocks away, 
down will swoop the great horned owl 
and poor taboy will soar aloft in the 
claws of the night bird whose hoots of 
I triumph will mingle with its victim's 
I dying meows. It would therefore be 
| wisdom for the owners of pussies to keep 
them under cover at night, for the 
j horned owl is surer than the ill-aimed 
! boot and more deadly than the hair- 
brush hurled in anger.
